I am writing to voice my concerns about the FCC's proposal to 
relax the restrictions on the use of cell phones on airplanes in 
flight. 
 
There is no hard evidence that cell phone use doesn't interfere 
with navigational instruments. The introduction of cell phone 
use in the cabin will not only increase tension among 
passengers, it will compromise flight attendants' ability to 
maintain order in an emergency. Cell phone use could also enable 
terrorists to coordinate a plan of action more effectively. 
 
Having said that, though I am an avid cell phone user myself, 
there should be places, in my opinion, where the use of cell 
phones should be greatly discouraged if not prohibited entirely. 
Again, I believe that cell phones used on an airplane in flight 
should not be allowed.
